PROJECT LOCATION: The Dry Creek Bridge is on Crabtree Road approximately 10 miles northeast of the City
of Waterford in eastern Stanislaus County.

PROJECT DESCRIPTION: Stanislaus County would construct a replacement bridge on a new, upstream alignment
that would span Dry Creek and correct roadway geometry issues within the project area. The new alignment
eliminates the non-standard curve on the north side of the bridge and will be consistent with County standards
and the Association of State Highway and Transportation Officials guidelines. A detailed project description is
included in Section 3 of the environmental document. This Project is identified in the County Capital
Improvement Program as Project # 2011.003. A detailed project description is included in Section A of the
environmental document.

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that Stanislaus County has prepared a Mitigated Negative Declaration, pursuant to
the requirements of the California Environmental Quality Act, for the above described project.
